Pittsburgh, Sept. 28.—A _ feel- 
ing that stecl ingot production 
in the Pittsburgh district will 
be slightly reduced during the 
fourth period, as compared with 
that of the third, prevails in con- 
servative quarters. 

However, there is nothing on the 
surface now that indicates any 
marked reduction, but some lead- 
ers think the let-up in demands for 
Steel by contractors will affect 
tonnage ouptput. This is particu- 
larly true in the demand for steel 
fabric, which was a very big item 
this spring and summer in the 
steel tonnage from this district. 
The period is now approaching 
when road construction work will 
be dropped for the winter, there- 
fore the demand for steel fabric 
will cease. 

The most important news in the 
automobile steel division of the in- 
dustry in the Middle West is the 
strength which is being exhibited 
by the recently advanced prices of 
automobile steels, and the lighter 
gauges of black and galvanized 
sheets. 

For example, the quotation of 
$4.40 per 100 pounds on No. 22 
gauge auto body stock is being well 
upheld, and represents an increase 
of $4 per ton above the price two 
months age. This gauge has been

superseded by No. 20 as the base, 
and the advance was brought about 
through’ a revision of differentials. 

Both the Newton Steel Company 
and the Youngstown Sheet and. 
Tube Company report good auto- 
mobile business. The Trumbull 
Steel Company and the Sharon 
Steel Hoop Company are enjoying’ 
new business in volume sufficient 
to maintain output above 90 per 
cent. Weirton Steel Company and 
Wheeling Steel are also getting a 
share of the auto business. 


Makers of standard gasoline fil- 
ling stations are coming into this 
market for pressed steel forms, 
which they are buying liberally. 
The Youngstown Pressed Steel 
Company ‘of Warren, a subsidiary 
of the Sharon company, had de- 
veloped a special ‘type of filling 
station equipment which is meeting’ 
the requirements of markers in a 
very succéssful way. 

There are no signs as yet in this 
district of a let-down in produc- 
tion of auto steels. It is true that 
automobile. builders are buying 
more closely than ever before, but 
the industry has adjusted itself to 
this condition. 

Steel production throughout the 
district continues above 85 per 
cent. of capacity, with incoming 
orders not so strong.

‘Installment Buying 


Sound Economy, Is 
Opinion of Reeves 


Ford, Ontario, Sept. 28.—‘If 
there were a million people in 
France buying automobiles on 
the installment plan that coun- 
try would be far more happy 
and prosperous than it is,’ said 
Alfred Reeves, general manager 
of the National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce, in an in- 
terview here. Mr. Reeves em- 
phasized the fact that install- 
ment buying is sound cconomy, 
although he admitted that the 
system is occasionally abused. 
“There are many people who are 
not content with a car they can 

really afford,’ he said. “In an ef- 
fort t6 keep up with the Jones’s 
they buy an expensive make which 
they cannot conveniéntly finance, 
Cases of this kind, however, are 
comparatively rare. The majority 
of people are sensible enough to 
buy only what they can afford af- 
ter budgeting their incomes. It is 
a significant fact that commodities 
which can be purchased by de- 
ferred payments are usually of 
benefit to the family as a whole, 
This speaks well for our home life 
in Canada and the United States. 

"In the deferred payment sys- 
tem I think we have a great power 
for good, but I 
am free to admit 
that it might eas- 
ily be a power 
for evil. It is a@ 
power for good 
when properly 
handled: it is a 
power for evil 
when » handled 
récklessiy. I 
think — it 
bé possible to 
buy by deferred 
all articles valued at 
but in every case the 
purchaser should be required to 
pay at least a third down. 

“The plan of selling articles vale 
ued at $100 or more for a dollar 
down and ‘so much a week is fun- 
damentally wrong. It is simply 
putting temptation in the way of 
the man who is financially care- 
less. 

“To my mind, the automotive 
industry is handling the system of 
deferred payments excellently. 
They are not encouraging men to 
spend more than they can honestly 
afford. It is not generally realized 
that if it were not for deferred 
payments automobiles would cost 
at least 20 per cent. more than 
they do. The tremendous preduc- 
tion of automobiles today was only 
achieved because people could pay 
for them out of their incomes.” 

One of the most remarkable 
developments in the automotive 
industry has been the develop- 
ment of truck and bus transport, 
according to Mr. Reeves. “It is 
a mistake, however, to think that 
trucks and buses should com-

Ford’s Position 
OW, that Edsel Ford has definitely set at rest rumors of 
an imminent change in the famous Model T Ford car, 
it is possible to assess with some degree of accuracy the pres- 
ent situation of this organization. 

To begin with, Henry Ford’s ideal always has been 
stimulation of sales by reduction in prices. Time was when 
Ford prices were so far below those of other manufacturers 
that this factor alone was enough to give him a volume of 
sales equal to all other cars combined. Gradually other man- 
ufacturers in the smali car field have increased their pro- 
duction and cut down their prices faster than Ford has been 
able to do after he had passed a certain level. At the present 
time there are several cars between which and the Ford the 
price differential is not great enough to constitute a sole sell- 
ing argument. For instance, the Ford four-door sedan sells at 
$545, while the Chevrolet coach is now priced exactly $100 
more, at $645. The Overland Whippet, after the recent price 
reduction, offers its sedan at $695, just $150 more than the 
Ford top price. Star is rapidly becoming an important fac- 
tor in this light car field, and now offers a four-cylinder 
‘sedan at $695. The new Chrysler four has a coach model 
at $780. 

“ the old days, when practically every automobile was 
bought for cash, a difference of $100 or $150 in price was a 
potent inducement. Today most cars are bought on time. 
The $100 ur 3190 is spread over a period of months and the 
addition to the individual payments is small. If the prospect 
has a leaning toward one of the cars priced just a little above 
the Ford, he is quite likely to feel that he can afford the 
slightly increased monthly payments. This is confirmed by 
the phenomenal sales records that are being made by small 
car manufacturers other than Ford. Chevrolet is enjoying 
the greatest sales volume in its history by long odds. The 
Overland Whippet is selling like the proverbial hot cakes. 
Star is rapidly getting into impressive production. 

From Edsel Ford’s announcement, it is quite 
evident that the Ford organization does not believe 

the moment has come for changing the Model T. -It 

believes that this traditional product can still main- 

tain its hold by fighting. But the fact remains that 

much more crowding by the other small car makers 

will force a move on the part of Ford. In the mean- 

time, it is not uninteresting to remember that at the 

present moment the cash balance of the Ford or- 
ganization is in excess of $350,000,000.

Automotive Wages Are High 


ROM the Department of Labor comes an interesting an- 

nouncement in its Monthly Labor Review for August. 
This statement shows that wages in the automotive industry 
were between 5 and 10 per cent. higher in 1925 than they 
were in 1922. 

Data from which these percentages were derived in- 
cluded a total of 340,930 workmen and 3,432 women em- 
ployed in automotive plants of various kinds. In the three 
years in question, the men’s average pay had increased from 
66.2 cents per hour to 72.9 cents in 1925. 

As a sign of prosperity, this is indisputable. 
not increased in times of stress. There is no doubt that 1926 
will show a proportionate increase in automotive wages, and 
it is to-be hoped that the upward tendency will be continued. 
Obviously, also, increased wages tend to cut down the labor 
tournover, which is one of the serious problems that industry 
has to face. ° .

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RAISING GAS TAX 


Auto Clubs Fight Bill 
Which Would Jump 
Rate to 3 Cents 


Austin, Tex., Sept. 28.—Local 
automobile clubs all over Texas 
are protesting the passage of the 
measure introduced in the spe- 
cial session of the Texas Legis- 
lature last week on recommen- 
dation of Gov. Miriam A, Fer- 
guson, which would raise the 
gasoline tax from 1 to 3 cents, 
Under the proposed bill one- 
fourth of the revenue would go 
to the rural school fund and 
three-fourths to the Highway 
Department for construction and 
maintenance of public roads. 

All automobile registration fees 
under this measure would remain 
in the counties where collected to 
be used in said counties for road 
improvements, 

The new bill would reduce auto- 
mobile registration fees about one- 
half. It would eliminate the horse- 
power charge on vehicles and base 
fees on vehicles solely on their 
weight. For passenger automobiles 
the present weight charge would 
be halved on all types of cars. On 
trucks the weight charge would 
remain tne same, and motor busses 
would pay a fee of $4 for each pas- 
senger in addition to the weight 
charge. A fine of $200 is provided 
for any violation of the motor bus 
charge. 

Indications:are that the bill will 
pass the House, as a somewhat 
similar bill was passed in the last 
regular session by practically the 
same House personnel composing 
the special session. Its fate in the 
Senate is in doubt.
